The buildings that stand

1920. but land values have dropped 
from $12 HJO 935 to the present val­ 
ue.

AS STATE TREE 


Secretary 
Staley 
Recounts 
History Of 
Evergreen 
And Its Value. 


Auto, Radio and Movies 
D etra ct Attention Of 
Students From Studies 


The hemlock tree won Its laurels 
in the 1931 session of the general 
assembly by being chosen the state 
tree of Pennsylvania. 
Legislation officially adopting the 
hemlock as the state tree, introduced 
by Alex. R. Wheeler, of Forest 
county, and unanimously approved 
by both houses of the a*ssembly, was 
signed by Governor Pinchot on June 
22. 
“Selection of the hemlock as the 
state 
tree 
of 
Pennsylvania 
will 
doubtlessly be received with gen­ 
eral approval among a forest and 
nature loving public." said Secre­ 
tary Lewis E. Staley of the state de­ 
partment of forests and waters. 
“The part that hemlock plays in 
adding a distinctive touch to the 
beauty of our outdoors is inestimable. 
and the prominence of hemlock in 
the days when the Keystone state 
was a leader in the lumber world in­ 
spires enduring memories of this Im­ 
portant timber tree.” 
Lumber Reputation 
Pennsylvania’s reputation as a 
lumbering state centered around her 
great coniferous forests of hemlock 
and pine. A timber estimate by the 
National lumber manufacturers’ as­ 
sociation in 1872, nearly 60 years 
ago, placed the amount of hemlock 
at seven billion board feet, nearly 
double that of white pine and great 
HS all other timber trees combined. 
In 1889, the banner year of lumber­ 
ing in Pennsylvania, the cut of hem­ 
lock formed two-thirds of the entire 
lumber production. 
And hemlock 
still leads. 
“If Pennsylvanians were to select 
some one tree as characteristic of 
our state, nothing would be better 
than the hemlock.” said Dr. Joseph 
T Rothrock. father of Pennsylvania 
forestry, more than 35 years ago 
Hemlocks four feet across the 
stump were common. 
One tree 
measured by Doctor Rothrock was 
four feet, ten Inches across the 
stump and showed 542 annual rings. 
This tree must have been a vigorous, 
well grown specimen when Columbus 
first sighted the Islands of the new 
world," he said 
Another specimen 
seven feet in diameter was reliably 
reported 
to 
him 
from 
Sullivan 
county. 
t'sed for Tan Bark 
Por many years following the Civil 
war. the principal use of hemlock 
was for tan bark. The United States 
Leather company was said to own or 
control 70 per cent of all the state a 
hemlock. 
Hemlock grows naturally 
in every county of the common­ 
wealth, especially in the mountain­ 
ous regions. 
As an ornamental it 
is widely planted for the beautifica­ 
tion of home grounds, parks, and 
public places. 
Hemlock was pronounced by A. J 
Downing, father of landscape gar­ 
dening in America, as the most pic­ 
turesque and beautiful of all the 
evergreens in the world. 
In the 
open it forms a handsome conical 
crown of dense foliage with branches 
down to the ground 
Its terminal 
sprays, drooping gracefully, and in 
early summer sprinkled with tender 
yellow leaves, form a harmonious 
and contesting setting against the 
darker foliage of former years.

‘Good Old Days” And .Modern Activities Of Pupils Discussed 
In Public Ledger Interview By Dr. Charles H. Huber 
As Reported By C. William Duncan.

In hts column on the editorial 
page of the Philadelphia Evening 
Ledger of “daily interviews with in­ 
teresting people on subjects they 
know best,” C William Duncan for­ 
mer Gettysburg newspaper 
man, 
prints an interesting interview' on 
Boys—Today and Yesterday” as 
told by Dr Charles H Huber, head­ 
master at Gettysburg academy the 
last 35 years. 
The interview, as written by Mr. 
Duncan, follows in full: 
“In the oft-discussed 
good old 
days’ the boy was wont to get rid of 
his exoess energy by throwing water 
and smashing property, but in 1931 
he lases his animal spirit in well- 
conducted, organized athletics, ac­ 
cording to Dr Huber, who has seen 
them come and go at Gettysburg 
academy *ince 1892 
" Mischief is merely misdirected 
ene*gy.’ said Dr Huber as he al­ 
lowed his mind to wander back over 
the years that have transpired since 
he was an academy r* ’dent. 
“ Thirty years ago organized ath­ 
letics was unknown, and the boy 
often gave vent to his animal spirit 
by throwing rocks through window's, 
smashing doors and so forth. 
He 
was crude, very crude, indeed 
To­ 
day that spirit crops out in some 
of the boys but rarely. 
The Value of Athletics 
” Today organized athletics works 
off the animal spirit. We like every 
well-regulated ohool, have certain 
hours for systematic exercise, and 
the boys are tired when that is 
ended. 
They don't feel like dam­ 
aging property 
We have week-end 
trips to oui- camp as a further means 
of getting rid of energy in a whole­ 
some way;’ 
" What about the boy of today as 
compared to the boy of yesterday 
from a moral standpoint? 
“ I really cannot see any great 
change there 
We had good boys 
and bad boys in 1901 and we have 
both kinds in 1931. 
One hears a 
great deal ol talk about the effect of 
prohibition 
on 
drinking 
among 
young boys, but I don’t agree that 
prohibition has resulted in a tre­ 
mendous increase in drinking among 
the boys with whom I have come in 
contact. There was prohibition for 
students in the old days in that they 
were not permitted to obtain liquor 
at local saloons. They got around 
the rule by ending in a messenger 
for liquor if they wanted it. 
In 
other words drinking was a problem 
then and still is and has to be dealt 
wiih accordingly by those in au­ 
thority. 
Hard to Make Study 
“ There is a change in the boy’s 
inclination to study, however. It is 
more difficult to make him study to­ 
day because of the many things 
that have come to take his mind off 
his study. The automobile is one, 
the radio another and the motion 
picture a third. 
When the radio 
first came into existence we permit­ 
ted the boys to have sets In their 
rooms, but that soon had to be

The boys became so ab­ 
sorbed in radio programs that they 
would listen in until after midnight 
and pay no attention to their stud­ 
ies. 
“ Boys now are cleaner physically 
than they were thirty years ago 
The Saturdav-night bath was no 
myth then but a fact. In the smaller 
colleges of the state the boys had 
to go to the old-time pump, draw 
the water and then go back to the 
dormitories and bathe. 
Taking a 
bath was actually something of an 
event then. 
Today organized ath­ 
letics and the shower bath have 
made taking a bath part of the 
daily routine. Speaking again of or­ 
ganized games. I believe the prep 
school student goes In for them more 
sincerely than the college student. 
who is old enough to figure ways and 
means of laving energy.’ 
“ In what way have the courses 
changed since you were in college?’ 
" When I first entered college, 
back in 1888 the college course was 
a fixed thing and included four 
years of Latin and four of Greek. 
Before I was graduated the elective 
system was introduced. 
System Ran to Extremes 
“ In time the elective system ran 
to the other extreme and many stu­ 
dents 
picked 
out 
all 
the 
snap 
courses. Then came the group sys­ 
tem with some required and some 
elective subjects, and I consider it 
the best of the three.’ 
" ’What do you think of the action 
of Yale, Princeton and other schools 


in abolishing Latin as a required 
subject for the A.B. degree, Dr. Hu­ 
ber?’ 
” ’I think it is a great mistake, not 
on the part of the institutions but 
on the part of the students in de­ 
manding the change. The English 
language is based on Latin, and a 
person can 
learn more English 
grammar from Latin than he can 
from English grammar itself. These 
days, more than at any time, it is 
imperative for people to be well 
versed in grammar because of the 
great Increase in writing and pub­ 
lic speaking. 
” ‘In addition, more than fifty per 
cent of all the words ive use have 
Latin derivatives. Furthermore, the 
translation of Latin helps a student 
to I*5*rn how' to reason, to think. A 
knowledge of Latin is also a great 
help to the student of French, Span­ 
ish, modern Italian, Portuguese and 
English, because Latin is the mother 
of the Romance languages.’ 
Why Latin is Discarded 
” Then why have so many institu­ 
tions relegated Latin to the discard?’ 
“ Because of the demands of the 
students who want to take the 
easiest way through college, who 
w'p.nt to have all their obstacles re­ 
moved for them instead of removing 
them 
themselves 
by 
conquering 
them. Such a student w'ants to go 
forth, waving his diploma to the 
world and saying, “I am a mighty 
man of valor," but he has not earned 
the right to be so called. 
In time 
he will learn the thrust and parry of 
real life and wish he were better 
equipped to meet the fight. 


“ ‘Educators may as well try to 
sweep back the Atlantic ocean as to 
resist the overwhelming tide of 


unanimous student sentiment. But 
I hope the pendulum will some day 
swing back to Latin because I feel 


when 
educators 
take 
everything 
aw'ay from education that makes 
students work and do not permit 


students to cudgel their brains, then 
they are taking away education It­ 
self.’.”
